ple were scattered through the d if­ 


ferent tents looking at the animals, 


etc. , and many had begun to take 


their seats in the large tent to wit­ 


ness 
the 
even in g’s 
performance. 
W ater 
was dripping through 
the 


canvas, 
dam pening the seats and 
causing 
many to 
raise their 
um ­ 


brellas. 
A stiff wind began blowing 


from the west and as the immense 
tent began to roll and tremble the 
people becam e nervous. 
M an y re­ 
assured themselves and those around 
them that the storm was but m om en ­ 
tary and that all was safe. T h e keen 
sense of danger caused the more 
prudent to get off the high seats 
and get as near as possible to the 
door. 
T h e rain was now falling in 
torrents; the wind cam e from the 
northwest and gradually increased 
to a gale. 
T h e thousands of square 
yards of the great tent began to un­ 
dulate like a m ighty sea of white 
billows; circus em ployes exerted all 
their strength to hold down 
the 
curtains at the entrances and 
in 
this way prevent the tent filling, 
baloon-like, with wind. 
D ozens c f 
men grabbed the guy ropes on the 
outside and threw all their weight 
upon them, hoping if possible to 
prevent their breaking loose from 
their moorings in the ground. 
T h e 
storm now increased to a roar, 
the 
ropes 
and 
tackle 
groaned 
and 
strained beneath 
the fury of the 
tempest. 
T h e timid began to feci 
that a cyclon e was upon them, and 
to add to the terror of the scene 
the circus em ployes who heretofore 
had been reasonably com posed, b e ­ 
gan to tell the people to make their 
escape. 
T h en began most intensely thrill­ 
ing scenes; timid wom en and chil­ 
dren began to cry out with fear and 
rush frantically for egress from the 
tent. 
T h e tall poles that support­ 
ed the tent were swaying from side 
to side, 
threatening every moment 
to fall upon the struggling mass of

there was a giving way of guy ropes 
and the great tent began falling in 
a southeasterly direction. 
People

under the weight of the canvass; 
many were entangled in the ropes; 
boards from the seats fell in all d i­ 
rections and people were knocked 
down by the poles used as shorter 
supports of the tent.

caught beneath it. 
T hose who had crowded into the 
entrances, and happily most of the 
people were there, 
struggled from 
under the canvass without great dif­ 
ficulty.

rents were made in the canvss by 
those who took out their pocket- 
knives and cut their way to free­ 
dom.

ment of an Indian right. 
It was passed as a clause in the 
Indian bill back in the Reed billion 
dollar congress. 
Harrison, as he 
could not veto the claim without 
vetoing 
the 
entire 
Indian 
bill, 
signed it and so the claim became 
a legal one against the government. 
Harrison, however, took the bit in 
his teeth and ordered Foster not to 
pay it, saying that at the next con­ 
gress he should refer it back with a 
recommendation 
to 
repeal. 
This 
Harrison did. 
'Fhe claim, with a message from 
Harrison saying that in his estima­ 
tion the claim was not a just one 
and should not be paid, appearetl 
in both house and senate, coupled 
with a strong White House invita­ 
tion to return it.
